Although it will be Beveral weeks before 


much can be done in the ,garden,.it will not 
be: out of place to give a few hints as to the 
beit method :for: securing the greatest bene- 
fit from the small bit of ground,;which:the' 
residents of our .towha.and villages usually 
have surrounding itheir: dwellings. 


JThe pldt of ground; sh'ould be well en- 


cldsed with a tight board fence, atltastsev 
enlfeet high. It will be found that sach. a 
ferice;will soon"pay-for its'olf^ in the shelter, 
it affords, to tender plants,: and protection 
from depredations. 


Three things arc essential in-the'cultiva- 


tiohiOf a garden, in\order to grow vegeta- 
bles.aud fruits to- advantage: 


1st. It should be- deeply dug,.so that 'the-'. 


rodts of vegetables and trees will be able to 
penetrate to a sufficient depth, thereby se- 
curing permanent moisture. We have al 
.ways found that the "necessity of watering* a 
garden is almost entirely'obviated-by a sys 
tern of trenching or deep digging^ :in.com- 
bination with thorough cultivation, dating 
thei growing . season. Where the natural 
soil will permit digging to the-depth of 10 
inches, without disturbing: the subsoil,; a 
regular system of trenching can be dispens- 
ed jwith, and a reasonable return realized ;

of reliable seeds, of the best varieties, sow 
ing them at the right time, and thorough 
tillage after the plants are up 
Upon this 


latter depends much of the success of the' 
garden, for if—after digging'deep or treiich- 
injr, manuring heavily, sowing the best 
seeds—we allow weeds to usurp the place 
of vegetables, onr whole labor will be in 
vain. 
The same elements necessary to 


gro^v a weed will inpport a vegetable. The 
true policy is not to permit a weed to get 
rooted. A thorough working: with a " drag 
hoe" 
Mill aoon clean out these pests.

'How TO GET EARLY TOMATOES. — Many 


of our readers we are sure will be interest- 
ed in the following method of hurrying up 
he tomatoes. ' Try jt : 


A good large turnip ia far better than any 


lot bed for propagating early tomatoes. — 
)ut off the top, and scoop ont to a shell 
hree-quartera of an inch thick. Fill the 
:avity with rich mould, plant a half dozen 
seeds, and place the turnips in a box of 
oam. Keep in a warm room, by an east 
window, if possible, and sprinkle with tepid 
water every day until there is no longer any 
ianger from frost, then remove the tnrnip 
0 the out-door bed, and thin out all but one 
>Iant. . Should the turnip-shell put cut 
ihoots, pihah them off, and the shell will 
soon rot, affording a fertilizer to the tomato 
>lant that will send it ahead wonderfully.— 
1 dozen turnips thus tomatoized will afford 
an abundant supply of early tomatoes for 
an ordinary family.

The French and English governments are 


Itling out a powerful fleet of war,steamers 
or the United States. The suggestion came 
rom England, and France will furnish on 
ler part three of her first class new frig- 
ites ; the English contingent will, perhaps 
je larger. The precise object of .this'fleet 
t will be impossible to ascertain, as it will 
srobably sail with sealed orders. We may 
surmise, however, that it is intended as an 
audience for the struggle \which is%oon to 
•&ke place between brothers and friends in 
;he United States—as a sort of escort of 
lonor for the funeral of the Great Republic. 


The idea is said to have been, provoked 


n tha English cabinet by the indignities of- 
ered to a British subject in the southern 
states. We do not suppose, of course, that 
;he fleet goea out with any hostile intent; 
ts ostensible errand . will be the protection 
of English and French subjects. But it is 
he custom to send fleets " of observation/' 
when any great war is going on in a foreign 
country, and while observing, to pick up 
any little advantages that may offer for 
hemselves ; or when the sympathy of the 
leet is all on one side, to send boats now 
and then accidentally between the contend- 
ng forces, as England has twice done in the 
ate Sicilian war, so as to protect a suffering 
riend at the rigkt moment. 
• 
• 


Spain, also, although not working in con- 


cert with France and England, is preparing 
0 send to the waters of the Gulf of Mexico 
1 formidable force in men, ships and mate- 
rials. 


At a concert at the Tuileries, two even- 


ngs ago, the Emperor again had a long 
conversation with. Mr. Faulkner, on-the 
>resent troubles in the United States. Hia 
Majesty confined himself, however, to the 
asking of questions, and did not express 
any opinions or sentiments of his own. 


At the same concert at the palace, 4 high 


officer of the crown said to an American 
official: " So it seems your republic is^go- 
ng to pieces ?" " Oh, no, I hope not yet," 
was the reply. " Yes, but it will. No re- 
public ever stood so long, and never will, 
Self-government is a Utopia, Sir; you must 
lave a strong government as the only con- 
dition of a long existence." 


It has been told me, in the most positive 


manner that a southern gentleman lately 
arrived here, has had an interview with the 
emperor, and has secured for the southern 
confederacy a promise of recognition. He 
carries, also, in his pocket the skeleton of 
a treaty which should have been submitted 
:o his Majesty, and met approval, as the 
)asis of the treaty which is to follow the 
official recognition. But.I do not believe 
one word of this whole story. It is One of 
he products of the excitement of the mo- 
ment, for Americans are excited here, as 
elsewhere. 


But there is one fact in-regard to the 


ientiment of the French government, to 
which I have referred in former letters, and 
o which I wish again to call attention, 
since we have new manifestations of this 
entiment every day. I refer to the change 
of tone since the threatened passage of the 
tforrill Tariff bill and the offer of free trade 
>y the proposed southern confederacy. A 
writer in the Constitutional goes so far as 
o call it " the new policy " of the French 
jovernmenr, by which we ar« to understand 
hat the great question of humanity involv- 
ed in the institution of slavery is to be 
overslaughed by that of commerce. 


But a 2reat irritation prevails in Europe 


n regard to the American crisis; the de- 
mands on the manufacturers of England 
and France have nearly ceased, while the 
arge importations of grain and cotton must 
>e paid for in money. America is thus 
jetting her coffers full of European gold, 
while the European manufacturers are suf- 
fering. At this inauspicious moment the 
overnment of Washington is trying to 
mss a Tariff bill which will kill off what 
remains of European trade and ruin many 
of her manufacturers, while the new con- 
ederacy offers Europe as a compensation, 
ree trade. Is it strange then that we 
should see in the government journals the 
words " new policy 1" It is certain that 
since ten days, all the journals in the inter- 
est of the government, including the Mon- 
teur, seem to be obeying a mot d'ordre on 
his subject, for they all speak in the same 
.one against the action of the northern 
states, and in favor of that of the south.— 
Cor. N. K Times.

The Virginia legislature, however, 
iaa appropriated the amount due to the 
contractor from the United States govern- 
ment, which will be paid him, tho property 
meantime having been seized by the state 
as forcibly purchased at the assed value, of 
the contractor.

We le&rn that an Irishman aimed Thom- 


as Branks was killed, last evening, in the 
lava of Janesville, under the following cir- 
cumstances : Branks was at the election, 
yesterday, which was held at the Roqk 
Piiver Honae, in that town, where he re- 
mained a part of the da/, and towards 
night started for home. Between eight and 
nine o'clock' His wife heard the re'port of'a 
gun, near the house -where they reside, 
about one mile north of the Leyden House, 
and upon going to the door, heard her hus- 
band exclaim, " I am not shot yet." He 
attempted to climb over a fence to reach 
the house when another shot was fired, 
when Branks fell, and expired a short time 
after he was carried into the house. 


It appeared upon.examination that a shot 


gun was used, and that the first charge 
took effect in the arm, tearing it in a terri- 
ble manner, and the second in the side, en- 
tering both the chest and bowels, which 
caused death in less than an hour. He 
was in no condition, after he was shot, to 
make any communication which would aid 
iu the discovery of the perpetrator of the 
murder. 


We understand that Branks and others 


had been drinking considerably during the 
day, and it is probable that the murdtr 
grew oat of this circumstance. The mur- 
derer has not yet been arrested, but it is 
probable, as the matter is undergoing an 
investigation, that he will soon be in the 
henc!s of the officers of justice, and will 
pay the penalty of the atrocious crime 
which he has committed.
